PRELIMINARY IS | 
BEGUN BY UPLAND 


Two resolutions looking to the | 
actual joint operation by Upland- | 
Ontario of a sewage disposal sys- 
tem were adopted by the Upland 
city councilmen last night. 

This was the first public move 
toward the formation of a con-| 
tract in many weeks, Early in 
June officials of the two cities | 
came to an agreement as to the 
general basis for an agreement.

A tentative figure calls for Up- 
land to pay Ontario $29,650 for 
a share in the Ontario sewage 
disposal system and the Ontario 
city farm. Cost of operation will 
be based on the “percentage of 
usage’, The present figure calls j 
for Upland to pay about 28 per

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CHURCH MUST PLAN 
PEACE, WOMEN TOLD 





Responsibility for providing the 
spiritual force that will forge a 
just and permanent peace out of 
the maelstrom of this war rests 
squarely upon the Christian 
Church, was the thought force- 
fully expressed here Thursday by 
the Rev. Theodore Hume of Clare- 
mont. 3 

The widely known minister 
sion of the all-day meeting held 
at the church by the Presbyterian 
Women’s association. 

Contrary to some opinion, he de- 
clared, the Church is not taking 
premature action in discussing 
and planning for a righteous peace 
before the war is won. 

Peace must be planned in ad- 
vance, he said, in order that its 
terms may be made with unhur- 
ried, well balanced judgment. | 

The Church, in his opinion, must 
provide the spiritual basis for a 
lasting peace—‘a people’s peace 
after this people’s war’’. 

The Christian Church, the 
speaker said, must rise to the task 
of overcoming hatred and preju- 
dice, and must lead the way toa 
world peace made without selfish- 
ness and without bias. 

Even while the fighting rages, 
the Church must look beyond the 
Smoke of battle and see the dawn 
of a world peace; Christians must 
hear beyond the cannon’s roar; the 
voice of God proclaiming a uni- 
versal brotherhood, and to that 
end the Church must provide the:
